There has been a great deal of 
loose talk during recent months, 
both on the part of ambitious labor 
leaders and “brain trust” theorists 
in the federal government, to effect 
that labor must be given an _ in- 
creasing voice in the management 
of business — and a share in the 
profits, in addition to wages! 


That, of course, would be one of 
the final steps in the socialization 
of business and industry, the system 
now in operation, in varying de- 
grees, in Soviet Russia, Germany 
and Italy. It is one of the corner- 
stones of the Communist or Fascist 
State, where nobody works for him- 
self, but everybody works for the 
government — and the goverfiment 
is a one-man institution. 

But just how would this “profit- 
sharing,” labor-employer manage- 
ment system work in the United 
States? Every sober, thinking 
American — whether he be merch- | 
ant or clerk, farmer or farm hand, 
factory owner or factory worker —. 
has need to consider. For de-, 
mocracy and the whole system of | 
private enterprise may well be at 
issue. 

In totalitarian powers, the work- 
er takes what the dictator dictates 
—and gets clapped into jail if he 
argues about it. And the employer | 
goose-steps right along with his} 
workers, or ends up in a concentra- 
tion camp, with his business con- 
fiscated. In the United States, on 
the contrary, the worker is entitled 
to a fair wage — and can strike or 
quit if he doesn’t get it. Whether 
the business operates at a profit, or 
ends the year in red ink, labor must 
be paid its agreed-upon wage. Man- 
agement, on the other hand, takes 
the risk and is therefore entitled to 
the profits, if any — but must like- 
wise pay all deficits. That’s the 
system of private enterprise, the 
system of wages and profitg. 

There is a great gulf between the 
economic systems of dictator-na- 
tions and the private enterprise 
system of democratic America. And 
the question which must be weighed 
and answered, in face of the present 
trend, is whether any hybrid sys- 
tem, or mating of these two con- 
flicting ways of life, is either pos- 
sible or desirable. 

Lewis Haney, professor of econ-| 
omics at New York Universary, in a 
recent discussion of the subject, 
sums it up as follows: 

“We must carefully avoid the no- 
tion that such incomes as laborers 
and business men get are merely 
means of consuming or living. We 
must avoid regarding laborers and | 
business men as mere social classes. 
Laboring and buiness operation are 
not mere ways of life. The fact is| 
that they are different ways of | 
earning a living. Wages and prof- 
its are, respectively. the motivation | 
for laboring and for running a busi- | 
ness. Laborers and business men | 
have very different jobs and must | 
be rewarded according to what they 
do. 

“It seems to me that some labor 
leaders are dreaming of impossible | 
things. They seem to be dreaming 
about a sort: of combination of | 
“profit-sharing’ and ‘cooperation’ | 
that could be found only in Utopia. | 
They would like to have a _ large 
part of profits without running the 
risks of enterprise or bearing the 
losses of a business. Profit-sharing 
is a system which gives labor a con- 
tractual right to a fixed share in 
profits, but no share in losses. 

“Labor can never have its cake 
and eat it, too. It can’t expect a 
share in profits without shouldering 
its share of losses. How many lab- 
erers are willing to run the risk of 
getting no earnings in years when 
business shows nothing but losses? 
How many would take losses?” 

The late Samuel Gompers, father | 
of the labor movement, when he 
guided the destinies of American | 
workers, spoke with bluntness and | 
finality on the question, saying: “If! 
labor is a party in management it 
partakes in one of the great re-| 
sponsibilities of management, name- 
ly profits. It is the business of la- 
bor organizations to see that work- 
ers get a fair day’s pay for a fair 
day’s work. In ‘hard times, capital 
gets no wages. It can afford this 
for a long period of time. Labor 
cannot. We want neither that re- 
sponsibility nor that sacrifice.” 

Today’s labor leaders might well 
heed the words of the departed 
leader who brought the labor move- 
ment to greatness. And some of 
the “advanced thinkers” in Wash- 
ington could well afford to do like-

Secretary Morgenthau 
Suggests Non-Defense 
Expenses Be Reduced 


WASHINGTON, (lp) — Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr., told congress today the admin- 
istration’s program for $3,500,000,000 
in new taxes is “a small price” to 
pay for defense of this nation’s free- 
dom. 

He testified before the house ways 
and means committee at the outset 
of public hearings on treasury pro- 
posals that would increase the le- 
vies on average taxpayers as much 
as 600 per cent. 

Morgenthau said congress could 
cut $1,000,000,000 from the regular 
non-defense government budget. 

“Ordinary traffic must now get 
to one side to let planes and tanks 
and guns have the right of way,” 
Morgenthau said.

Fighting continued on the Thermopylae sector although unofficial 
sources claimed the Germans had broken through the historic pass and 


were pursuing the British towards 
Athens while the Luftwaffe pound- 
ed roads and ports in an effort to 
break up their evacuation from 
Greece. 


On other fronts, the British re- 
|ported their East African forces had 
broken through the forward defenses 
of Italians who have been fighting 
\Stubbornly before the Ethiopian 
town of Dessie and that the Fascists 
'were falling back, pursued by Brit- 
\ish and native troops. 


On the sea and air front, the 
British reported one of the two Nazi 
battle cruisers, Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau, had been hit during 
steady RAF raids on Brest, and that 
probably both had been heavily 
damaged. The admiralty said the 
British submarine Urge had _tor- 
‘pedoed and sunk an oil tanker of 
more than 10,000 tons. 


The RAF reported it had heavily 
,attacked LeHavre and a bold day- 
‘light air attack on an important 
German electrical power station 
jnear Osnabruk had resulted in a 
direct hit that did heavy damage. 

The fact that both the British 
\and the Germans officially report- 
ed fighting still in progress at the 
Theromopylae sector indicated Nazi 
sources in Berlin had been too op- 
ltimistic in their reports yesterday 
,on the swift progress of the Nazi 
, columns toward Athens, but it was 
said the German high command re- 
ports were running at least one day 
behind developments at the front. 

The high command said merely 
Germans had broken into the Brit-
